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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1,114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/03/2004 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6 and 21-33 are allowed. 

3. The amendments to claims 1,21, 26, and 29 do not change the previously 
indicated grounds of allowance (reprinted below). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 23, as noted in paper #8, the prior art made of record does not teach or suggest 
the combination of at least a portion of each wire strand between the first and second 
ends embedded in the film, and each wire strand comprising a loop portion relaxed and 
located entirely between the first and second ends and spaced apart from the film. 

5. With respect to claims 1 , 2, 4, 6, 21 , 22, and 24-33, applicants remarks with 
regard to requiring the ends to be substantially fully embedded (as in claim 1 , 26), and 
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presence of loop portions (as in claim 21 and 29) are considered persuasive. Witli 
respect to claims 1 , 2, 4, 6 and 26-28, the prior art of record does not disclose each wire 
strand between the first end and the second end being substantially fully embedded in 
the film. With respect to claims 21-22, 24-25 and 29-33, the prior art of record does not 
disclose each wire strand comprising a loop portion relaxed and located entirely 
between the first end and the second end, the loop portion spaced apart from the film.
